A fourteen string shoulder viol (Held like a 
Violin and played with a bow). Seven strings 
(the top ones) are played with the bow, while 
the lower ones are usually tuned in unison 
with the upper ones and vibrate when a 
corresponding note is played on the upper 
strings. This imparts a silvery pure, ringing 
and resonant quality of sound, and lends to 
give the instrument its name i.e. “Love Viol” 
The tuning of the Viola D’ Amore is in thirds, 
tourths and fifths, much like the viola da 
gamba or lute. The most popular tuning is in 
the key (chord) of D major (i.e. D A F^D A, 
D A, although there are other tunings. The 
score is usually in the Viola Clef, sometimes 
in the treble clef. There seems to be much in 
the way of music for the Viola D’ Amore. 
Possibly more than one hundred and fifty 
compositions, such as concertos, solo com- 
positions sonatas, etc. Hindemith was a 
virtuoso performer and composed for it, some 
earlier ones were Ariosti, Stamitz and Vivaldi. 
The instrument never has been obsolete, it 
has always been in use in various parts of 
Europe, never having been brought to this 
country until of late years. Most of the old 
instruments (Viola D’ Amores) are now in 
musuems etc. and are not maintained in 
playable condition, making them very scarce. 

I built my own from blueprints I made from 
instruments in the Library of Congress some 
years ago.

JIMMY PELHAM, A comedian of rare talent, engages in a refreshingly 
dynamic and lofty brand of humor. He speaks articulately, blending to per- 
fection the mellow tones of a southern accent and the rough vernacular of 
western culture. 

JIMMY PELHAM is a member of the human race . . . however . . . 
after you have listened to the picf'ie ( ings ) on this record . . . you may ask 
yourself WHY , he has been permitted to remain at this level of the evolution 
... he just laughs and says "Man, after life, what else is there”? 

Now notice the phrasing in his colloquy with PREZ . . . and you will 
see why the question in the first or rather second paragraph was raised . . . 
because it would take a keen mind, characterized by a most indicative proceed- 
ing of mental alertness, in order for him to take the most common forms 
of everyday life and involvements and to fabricate them to a point of complete 
stupefication. 

Then notice the song "Stay by me”, it speaks very favorably of some 
of our more astute southern politicians, and their unending pursuit of happiness 
and liberty, and their willingness to fight in order to take it away from us. 

Jimmy is well prepared for his art . . . having received his masters 
degree from New York University . . . and you may wonder why his master 
didn't keep it . . . His material carries some racial overtones I should say, under- 
tones, but is happily devoid of homilies. He says "the main thing that I am 
after is laughs, (.belly busters he calls them) but if I am able to leave you 
with something to think of, so much the better”. 

In the words of Jimmy "My life has been sideways, first; retirement, 
second; successful retirement, then happy unemployment, third; suuccess, 
(I made a four the hardway) and now I am making an honest living, 
dishonestly”. 

Always wary of things too cerebral, he aims his humor at the funny- 
bone as well as the brain. He feels that the bones, being made of a harder 
substance, are more sound than the biain, therefore less prone to damage by 
the violent hysteria - or the psychoneurotic disorder characterized by violent 
emotional outbreaks, which will bring on a state of preversion in the sensory, 
and motor-malfunctions of various morbid effects due to his enormous talent 
for autosuggestions. 

On side two of this recording, Jimmy takes a primal look into that 
moviematical marvel (oh how I do go on) television, and those health halting 
obstacles . . . cigarettes. For a man who alleges that he doesn’t smoke, 
he sure knows a lot about the happiness that can be derived from taking 
a long, long, drag and a deep deep inhalation of a real GOOD smoke. 

In the bit entitled "Dreams”, here again we see the "Intrepid Mind" 
at work. In that he dreams that he is a combination of all the TV networks . . . 
and the local channels as well, and the story that unfolds is something to 
behold. 

Jimmy is considered a real "treat” by all who have had the opportunity 
to see and hear him. Magnificiently hilarious, and an eloquent speaker, he’s 
a comedian you simply CAN’T afford to miss! And believe me, I consider it an 
honor that he chose me to write these linear notes. 

As I was trying to say in the very beginning of this discourse, until 
my mind had a malfunction . . . why dont You, Pick up your phone and

afternoon area formation as we hear doleful lamentations of Mike Stevenson 
and other area birds (AREA BLUES). Next, Mike, disenchanted with the honor 
associated with being the Bicentennial Class, gets involved in a heated dis- 
cussion with his best friend, Steve Jackson. Steve, somewhat of a recluse 
and an academic superman, attempts to prevent Mike from becoming further em- 
bittered. The scene culminates in a musical satirization of the chain of 
command (SPEARIN' MY MIND). Steve enlists Mike’s help to complete a physics 
project but Mike overloads the electrical equipment and both Mike and Steve 
disappear in a flash of smoke. We now see them back in the West Point of 
1917 where they are mistaken for cadets by none other than Major Sylvanus 
Thayer.

Con- 
fused and upset, Mike and Steve gradually realize what has happened, but are 
unable to return home due to a missing piece of the control mechanism. They 
are well received by the other cadets and discover an attitude in which 
cadets abuse the system and take advantage of each other. Mgke is elated 
with the prospect of being able to change West Point, but only succeeds in 
providing Thayer with an incentive for his "Thayer System" (WONDERFUL 
MOMENT) . Thayer is also preoccupied with news of a possible attack by 
British ships moving up the Hudson. A party is held for Mike and Steve at 
Benny Havens Tavern where Mike meets Anne Hayes, a lovely and mysterious 
woman (THE WAY TO GO) . Filled with excitment over Anne, Mike is warned by 
Steve to avoid becoming involved for fear of hurting her. Back in their 
room, Steve falls asleep and Mike composes a letter (SPECIAL KIND OF GIRL) . 
The second act opens on a lovesick Mike brooding over Anne. Steve finally 
convinces Mike to tell Anne goodbye. While Mike is gone, Vernon and Shal- 
ford accost Steve and persuade him to join them (COME JOIN ENGLAND). Mike, 
having said goodbye to Anne, learns of the attack and, against Steve's pro- 
tests, goes to help stop the British. Steve is hurt, (REPRISE: THE WAY TO 
GO) , and a tearful Anne is confused (ANOTHER DAY) . Mike enlists the support 
of other cadets (REPRISE: WONDERFUL MOMENT) but, by a surprising twist, it's 
Steve who saves the day and the British are defeated (TODAY'S THE DAY) . Mike 
and Steve finally locate the missing control piece; Mike and Anne bid a sad 
farewell (TURN AROUND), and the cadets return to 1976. Through a Bicenten- 
nial experience, Mike and Steve have taken on some characteristics of each 
other; Mike, proudly wearing his West Point ring, begins to study, while 
Steve, the recluse, goes to socialze with other cadets at Coffee Call.
